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HOW T0 GET MORE MILEAGE

Firestone Manager Makes Some In-
teresting Tire Suggestions.

WANY CONTRIBUTING CAUSES

Mien it ia a Little Thing that Keeps
Tires from Giving Out Thelr
Greateat Posalble
Utity.

Manager Greenwald of the service de-
partmant of the Firestone Tire and Rub-
ber company makes some Interesting ob-
servations and sugmestions in regard teo
the wear and tear upon automoblls Urcs
He mys In part:

"Small ruptures In the fabric may de-
veldp from s small out through the cover
or a povera brulse by a sharp stone or
othar ‘gbject. The blowout quite often
doosl not-occur until sometime afterwards
The Inner tube may become larger from
the continued straln, eventually giving
way,

“Running in street car trackes brenks
the fabric on the Inside. 1f there & a
ragiged adge on the flungs of the rall the
rubtber cover will also bs damaged.

"The fabric on the Inelde of the tire
may be brulsed, chafed and broken from
the rim bumping it when the tire ls soft
and driven ovér rough places

“In wverionding small, pecullar wig-zag
Prenks in the fabric’ elroumlérentially
appear when the tires are too amall for
the joad and taxed beyoud thelr carrying
Bapacity.

“If the rubber om the slde-wall has
besn cut up and worm from rough, rutty
roads, reverss the tires; turn the worn
side of tire toward the car. If equipped
with cemented flap, the flap shoukl, of
Pourns, be reversed, also.

Hard on Tires.

"New macadam roads, sspocially when
Wwab, are severs on Lthe rubber cover, A
sut In the cover of the oass when that
part of the tire Is under the welght of
the machine and in contact with the road
hus a tendency to expand, owing to the
elantivity of the rubber, and invitea dust,
grit, peblles and other foreign matter, or,
rathen, the foreign matter foroes {lsell
Into the cut.

“With the revolution of the whee! and
when the injured part ls relleved of the
welght of the car, this forelgn mattar
which has scoumulated (and with each
sutceeding revolution of the wheel) acta
s & wedge and further forces |(tsalf be-
twean thée cover and the fabric; conse-
guently & complete separtion of the tread
wil result If neglected. The fabrio ab-.
sorbs molsturs into Itsslf, destroying the
adhesive friction, causing decay and blow.
out.

In Case of Excedslive Wear,

Extesslve wear (o tread may be at-
tributed to the wheel not traveling In
alignment due to a bent axle, looms
Weering knuckle, steering rods that are
Mther too short or too long. Examine

the brake bands and s=ss that they are
working properiy. If they are tight the
rear tires may be affectsd. If the wheals
aie In perfect allgnment, but too much
out of perpendloviar, there Is & binding
action at the axle and the tres have
a tondency to drag Instead of rolling over
the ground freely as they should

If the rear wheels lose traction and
spin in the sand, the cover mAy ro
oalve mumerous small cuts

What te De,

Do not start the car guickly and avold
severs application of the brakes which
ia an abnormal strain to the fabrie of the
tire.

Carry at least one axtra case and two
Inner tubes for emergemcy. The Injured
tire oan then be removed At once and
given attentiomn by a competent repalr-
man. If it la necassary to make emer-
gency repaira on the road, have the tires
vulcanissd at the firet opportunity. Thias
will avold serlous developments, A still
botter way Lo to squip your oar with
Firestone demountable rime, oarrying
your spare tires Inflated und ready for
immediate change: which not only re-
duoes time for changing tires to mimie
mum, but wholly does awny with the
annoyance of road Lire ropairing.

It any oil or greass shouid work Into
tirea from gear cass or brake drum,
this acoumulation should be removed,
Erease is a sglvent of rubber and (ta ef-
fects are vary harmful

When laying up the car for any great
length of time, as for winter, the tires
showld be partially deflated and the
welght of car supported by blocks or
jacka
